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Foreword 

It  is  the  privilege  of  the  Exhibitions  Committee  to  organize  an  annual  exhibition  on  behalf  of  the 
Friends  of  the  Whitney  Museum.  This,  the  third  in  our  short  history,  shares  with  its  predecessors 
the  common  purpose  of  bringing  to  public  attention  the  Friends  and  the  function  they  perform 
in  the  field  of  American  art. 

Last  fall,  over  900  questionnaires  were  mailed  to  business  enterprises  throughout  the  United 
States.  Of  the  225  replies,  109  reported  ownership  of  twentieth  century  American  art,  listing  spe- 
cifically 325  works  in  oil,  watercolor,  drawing  and  sculpture.  Fifty-eight  original  works,  together 
with  one  model,  and  24  photographic  enlargements  of  permanent  installations,  have  been 
selected  for  the  exhibition,  representing  ownership  by  51  firms. 

The  exhibition  demonstrates  that  there  has  been  considerable  activity  by  business.  Although 
occasionally  the  impetus  to  buy  seems  to  have  come  from  the  enthusiasm  of  one  member  of  a 
firm,  in  general  it  appears  to  be  attributable  to  a  realization  by  business  of  the  important  advan- 
tages to  be  derived  from  acquiring  art  by  first  rate  artists.  A  number  of  purchasers  have  shown 
great  perception  in  selecting  recent  works  by  young  and  little-known  artists. 

Growing  understanding  of  the  ways  in  which  American  art  can  be  utilized  has  resulted  in 
commissions  and  acquisitions  for  use  directly  in  advertising  and  for  many  other  purposes.  A 
number  of  firms  purchase  paintings  and  drawings  to  illustrate  and  add  special  interest  to  maga- 
zines which  they  publish,  and  then  place  the  original  works  in  their  offices;  others  acquire  art  for 
reproduction  in  elaborate  portfolios  and  calendars  for  presentation  to  their  customers.  Record 
album  covers  and  greeting  cards  are  examples  of  products  which  have  benefited  by  using  works 
of  quality.  Instead  of  conventional  medals,  one  firm  has  commissioned  original  sculpture  to  be 
used  as  awards.  Again  and  again  art  has  been  employed  to  provide  a  fresh  and  stimulating  atmos- 
phere in  offices,  entrance  lobbies,  restaurants  and  furniture  showrooms. 

A  major  development  has  been  the  increasing  integration  of  art  and  architecture  for  busi- 
ness. Large  scale  works  of  outstanding  quality  have  been  commissioned  by  leading  architects 
as  focal  points  of  imposing  buildings  and  centers  which  exemplify  the  importance  to  a  company, 
not  alone  of  attractive  working  conditions,  but  of  the  subtle  but  very  real  connection  between 
beauty  and  good  business. 
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Although  much  has  been  accomplished,  the  utilization  of  art  by  industry  is  still  in  its  infancy. 
The  purchasers  of  art  for  business  are  pioneers,  a  handful  in  the  overall  picture.  Of  the  art  actu- 
ally owned  or  used,  a  considerable  quantity  is  of  disappointingly  poor  quality. 

The  opportunities  for  business,  large  and  small,  constructively  to  acquire  art  are  challenging. 
It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  the  exhibition  will  stimulate  business  to  accept  the  challenge. 

The  members  of  the  committee  have  given  liberally  of  their  time  and  effort  in  originating 
the  idea  for  the  exhibition  and  in  working  out  its  development.  The  Museum  staff,  with  imagina- 
tion and  persistence,  has  performed  a  major  task  in  seeing  the  idea  through  to  realization.
